E STATE REPUBLICAN PLATFORM. 

The Republican State Convention did its work 
well when it, constructed the platform. Sound 
timber was selected, was hewed to the line, and the 
planks were fitted together in workmanlike man- 
ner. Broad and general in ita scope, it stands for 
Republican principles which have been accepted by 
the party in former national conventions, wisely 
leaving all “new business” to the national conven- 
tion which is to assemble a month from today in 
Chicago. 

This declaration of, principles at Sacramento 
properly indorses the national and the State ad- 
ministration, each under the control of distin- 
guished Republicans, an honor to the party and 
the nation. As to principles, it reiterates the doc- 
trine set forth in the party creed at the last na- 
tional convention four years ago. There are 
changes from four years’ progress, but views are 
not crystallized on these as yet. States have local 
views. They may be very peculiar and a party is 
often badly handicapped by small politicians who 
try to inject these local issues into a national cam- 
paign. 

Such views are rife in California just now and 
there was danger that an unwise attempt would be 
made to commit the Sacramento gathering to cer- 
tain of them. The Times appealed to the conven- 
tion days ago to avoid this blunder, and the result 
was action from which there will be no necessity 
to retreat. The State platform said all that was 
necessary in indorsing the known principles of 
party, and it eschewed ail new-fangled notions 
dear to the heart of a small wing under which 
converts not yet duly inoculated with genuine 
publican principles have taken refuge.

stupendous. Of the forty-odd millions of people 
in the kingdom, many millions will come within 
the provisions of the proposed law. If only those 
who work with their hands are included the law 


wages earned per year, the number of years in 
which savings might be made, the dependent mem- 
bers of the family, and such considerations, the law 
will be unjust. 

Indigputably the necessity of some scheme to 
lation as the United Kingdom is imperative. - 
inevitable want which falls on hundreds of thou- 
sands is appalling. Indeed, the out-of-work people 
should be included in any such scheme of relief in 
England; for in dull times there are often nearly 
1,000,000 persons hungry and houseless whose con- 
dition is pitiable and distressing. 

The English scheme is novel in its failure to take 
any view of the matter beyond the broad and gen- 
eral one of providing a pension for people too old 
or too infirm to earn daily bread. Germany has the 
most nearly perfect plan of this kind in operation. 
There are provisions for such pensions in- Belgium, 
France and other countries, not so near perfection. 
Germany furnishes the best model yet known. 

The German pension provision is not uniform in 
all places. It is left largely to local contfol as to 
details. But the government takes cognizance of 
the scheme everywhere, and sees that the funds 
‘are safely kept and judiciously used. The most 
nearly perfect system is that in which the employé, 
the employer and the government act together. 
Thie is an clastic system, subject to great modifi- 
cation, except that it is made compulsory on both 
employé and employer to be im the plan in some 
way. Where in best working order it is left gen- 
erally to the employé to decide how much of his 
earnings he will contribute weekly to the fund. 
Whatever amount he pays in the employer covers 
with an equal sum, and the government adds an- 
other third. Thus a workingman who saves 4 
mark (25 cerits) a week of his own earnings and 
pays this into the treasury has 75 cents to his credit 
at the end of each weck. 

The excellent features of such a plan are obvious. 
It stimulates thrift om the part of the wage-earners, 
gives the industrious and capable person his natura! 
advantage over those who are lacking, draws the 
employer into sympathy with his and 
taxes the general+public for one-third of all that 
goes to protect from want the toilers on whose 
exertions the general prosperity of the country de- 


pends. | 

The shortsighted who just go along in a state 
of intellectual hand-to-mouth existence will see 
only one side of thts attempt to keep the wolf fram 
the doors of one class of the people, and these will 
give ready adherence to any such scheme on one 
side or condemn it, by wholesale on the other. 
Where the plan is in operation it is knows to tend 
to a generally lower wage scale. If an establish- 
meént pays into the government's hands say tooo 
marks a week for the benefit of the emplofged, che 


human law will ever nullify the immutable laws of 
political economy. The employer in fixing his 
wage scale is forced to take account of the con- 
tribution he must make for this pension fund. The 
employé will naturally dispose of his services at a 
cheaper rate if he knows that there will come two 
marks a week for his accgunt from other sources 
than his wages. He can afford to do so, for other- 
wise all provision for the future would fall upon 
himself. As for the general public, each member 
of it must govern his business with an eye to the 
tax for this pension fund. If he must pay say 10 
marks a year in taxes for this fund, he will collect 
it out of the monthly or annual wages he pays his 
domestic servants of others whom he employs. 
If in business and not paying wages, he must add 
a pfennig here and two there to the prices of his 
goods and wares in order to meet the tax. 

There is one defect in the bill proposed by the 
government in Great Britain. It will not make the 
working people more thrifty. On the contrary, it 
will put aipremium on extravagance. As things 
are, millions of the people in the British Isles see 
the necessity of laying by a little store for days of 
sickness and old age. Under the pension scheme 
this will be less obligatory and many, feeling that 
others are carrying the burden for them, will not 
trouble themselves to pinch and save as heretofore. 

No person of proper dispositian would find fault 
with all this if the plan would work. But it can- 
not work. Natura] wealth does not grow out of 
the ground in the British Isles today any more than 
‘it did in Paradise. Adam had to “dress and keep” 
his garden. Wealth must be created by toil, and 
accumulated by economy. No people in the aggre- 
gate can “cat the loaf and keep it” any more than 
the individual. This pension money must be raised 
by taxation and all must pay this tax in some form 
or other. If it is all levied against lands and 
houses and incomes it will distribute itself in spite 
of all the laws that Parliament may pass. Rents 
must rise in proportion. The prices of goods and 
wares must be advanced, and wages of all kinds 
must be lower. There never will be a scheme 
wrought by the dream of politicians, reformer or 
philanthropist which will change these laws and 
succeed in heaping all the burden of life on the 
shoulders of a class of people or all the taxes on a 
ra) of property. Such attempts are as vain as

Diego and imperial Counties Re- 
ceived Support. 

EL CENTRO, May 15.—Plans are
